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Continuation of 13. Other: The remarks filed on 05 April 2008 are found to be not persuasive and the rejection still stands. It would have 
been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to combine the references of Tanikawa in view of 
Kiefersauer to ensure a proper grip and trap the crystal in the trapping loop for examination and prevents the crystal from moving and 
sandwiching the crysal within the circumference of the loop in the droplet so it minimizes the movement and encloses the crystal upon 
examination and gripping for further examination. Furthermore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to provide a controller such as a computer providing automatic movements of the gripper and the loop so that the 
entire process is automatic and protected against human error. 
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
